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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Osder does not teach 
a database that contains a plurality of pre-recorded voice prompts. In response, Osder's SPIN Data Base (SPINDB) stores voice 
elements ("The voice for the elements can be recorded through NAP and stored in the NAP voice file. The NAP Message Ids 
corresponding to the recorded voice elements are stored in a SPIN Data Base (SPINDB)," col. 3 lines 48-60). Also, Osder specifically 
states, "SPIN relates the entities that it creates in the SPIN database to a particular SPIN application (col. 6 lines 11-31)." Therefore, 
Osder discloses an assignment table that assigns a value to the variable to provide an entry point to the database... that contains a 
plurality of pre-recorded voice prompts. Further, the applicant admits, a prompt can be static such as "you have" and "new messages" 
which is pre-recorded( Remark, "Osder discloses in col. 1, lines 42-56 and FIG. 1 that a prompt is a combination of static elements and 
dynamic elements, which are stored separately from each other. ..The dynamic element of the prompt is of course "dynamic" and is 
therefore unknown until run time... wherein the dynamic element 'five' is inserted between the static elements 'you have' and 'new 
messages' to generate the prompt at run time. Thus, the prompts are not pre-recorded and are not stored in a database (remark, 8)." 
Therefore, the applicant's argument that Osder does not teach "storage of pre-recorded prompts in a database" is contradictory and 
therefore not persuasive. 
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
